No..2, North Sund Head, ja cable to the West of 
Buoy, placed in 5 feet at low water, distinguished by a 
large Diamond, formed with boards, elevated on a pole 
20 feet above the piles."

No. 3, North Sand, about half the distance between 
Chequered and Black Buoy, distinguished by White

Feeling assured that many of our readers, in 
common with ourselves, take the liveliest inter- 
est in the development of this branch of industry, 
it always affords us peculiar pleasure to allude 
to instances demonstrative of the adaptability of 
the climate and soil of British Columbia for sup- 
_plying the wants of a large population. .We are 
indebjed to the Hon. H. Holbrook, who has just 
returned from a visit to his constituents, for some 
very interesting particulars respecting the rapid 
advance of the district he represents, in the pur- 
suit-of agricaltare. It is estimated that there 
has been raised during the past reason between 
Douglas and Clintea eight hundred tons of grain, 
equal to 1,600,000 Ibs., and, at 8c. per Ib., worth 
$128,000. It is an interesting circumstance that 
of the above a little over one-third has been rais- 
ed by Chinamen, We have been shown samples, 
of this grain, consisting of wheat, oats and bar- 
Tey, and we can conscientiously say that we hare 
_never seen anything to excel it, As might be 
supposed, such a result as this calls for the ‘¢s- 
tablishment of grist mills. We are gratified to 
learn that this call is likely to be promptly re- 
sponded-to.. No less then three such mills are 
projected, by Mr. Scott, Mr. Brady and Mr. 
Flynn respectively, and the latter gentleman 
pasded through this city the other day en route 
to'San Francisco for the purpose of procuring 
the plant. Several instances have been 'men- 
tioned as illustrating the extraordinary ‘produc- 
- tiveness of the soil as well as the suitableness of 
the climate for the growth of cereals. Of 
these let it suffice to allude to one circumstance, 
“that of three crops of barley being taken from the 
ganie gronnd this season, the first two.having ri- 
pened iand the third being cut in the milk for fod- 
der! In root crops and vegetables the rosult 
has been equally gratifying. Cubbuges - weigh- 
ing 50 lbs., potatoes weighing 4 Ibs., and jone 
bill yielding 24 Ibs., are no uncommon occurrence. 
Melons and tomatoes also are raised with equal 
success. One instance is given of four crops of 
_elover being taken from the same piece of ground 
this season. Of those engaged in farming in the 
vicinity of Lillooet the principal ones are Mr. Bra- 
dy, whose farm adjoins the town, Mr. Chadwick, 
about two miles-duwn the river, and Mr. Lo- 
renzo, at the Fountain, on the road between Lil- 
lodet and Clinton. The latter gentleman has 
raised this year, in the article of barley alone, 
» 800,000 Ibe, It wos from Mr. Brady's garden 
that the samples of vegetables alluded to were 
obtained. These instances are from reliable 
gources, and must go far in convincing the res- 
der that the climate and soil of this Colony ‘are 
certainly not. unfavorable to agriculture, the 
statements of unpractical and, in many cuses, 
ill-informed men to the contrary notwithstanding. 
They will aldo enable those at a distance tu form 
some idea Of the financial results of farming in 
British Columbia, while the present high prices 
obtain thronghent the Colony.

The Douglas-Lillooet Blection. 
| As most of our readers are already aware, the 
election in this District resulted in the  unoppor- 
‘ed return of the Hon.'H. Holbrook. An account 
of the election at Douglas has already appeared 
in our columns, The election at Lillooet, which 


we had not time to notice on Satarday, came off 
on the Mth inst. A: C. Elliott, Esq., J. P., 
Returning Officer. Mr. Foster proposed, and 
Mr. Brady seconded, the Hon. H. Holbrook asa 
fit and proper person to represent their District 
in the ensuing Legislative Council, and there be- 
ing no opposition offered Mr. Holbrook was ac- 
cordingly declared elected by acclamation. The 
member elect then addressed his constita- 
ents. at considerable length, thanking 
them for the renewed expression of confidence 
in him, and assuring them of his earnest and an- 
remitting endeavors to promote the best interests 
of the large, populous and important District to 
represent which they had done him the honor to 
elect him withont opposition. He stated. that 
hg would strennously oppose the proposed inno- 
vation npon the existing means of land transit by 
requiring the tires of waggon whecls to be four 
inches wide, as‘he clearly saw that it.would not 
answer in the present Btate of the roads’ of this 
Colony, and that the application of sach a law 
juat now would be.most arbitrary, and would fall 
very heavily upon those enterprising men now 
engaged jn the carryitig trade of British Colum- 
bia. He'also said that he would oppose any at- 
tempt to hiteh: Vancouver Island on to this Col- 
ony, aud woald put a stop to lawyers belonging 
to that Colony practicing here. The hon. gen- 
tleman’s remarks apon these topics were receiv- 
ed-with immense cheering. .The next point he 
took up was that of the present regalations re- 
specting road tolls, by which ell farm produce, 
manure, lumber, &c., are subject to a toll of one 
cent # pound, and ander which farmers driving 
their grist to the ‘mill and back again would ac- 
tnally be liable to pay two cents upon every 
pound in the shape of road toll! He said that 
he would advocate some measure by which this 
sort of thing would be avoided and a proper pro- 
tection given to agricultaral interests along the 
line of road. He also alluded to the fact that 
there are upwards of 2000 Chinamen now en- 
gaged in mining along the Fraser, all of whom 
are doing well, and searcely any of whom ever 
take out mining liceuses, and thus that class of 
miners contribated very little towards the revenue. 
He would advocate an alteration in the Mining 
Lawa by which these people would be compelled 
to take out a license every year, as almost all 
white miners do. After alluding at some length 
to the rapidly increasing agricultural importance 
of the District which le had the honor again to 
represent in the Legislature of the evantry the 
honorable gentleman sat down amidst prolonged
